engineer of Berkeley. 

This would, briefly, provide for lay- 
ing sewer mains down Hangtown creek, 
affixed to the side of the creek bank, 
to carry the sewage which is now 
dumped into the creek to a sewage dis- 
posal plant to be located below the 
westerly city limits. 

The total cost of the project would 
be between $75,000 and $80,000 and it 
is hoped that from $30,000 to $45,000 of 
the cost may be borne by the govern- 
ment in the form of a PWA grant. 

The plans, upon which the improve- 
ment would be completed, have been 
developed by Mr. Jenks over a period 
of years. About three years ago he 
was asked by the city to make a draft 
of plans for such an improvement and 
he did. The original report has been 
supplemented by more recent work. 

The sewage disposal plant proposed 
to be built would be upon a unit plan, 
and so erected that it could be added 
to at such time as additional facilities 
were required.

Prospects continue brought that suf- 
ficient water will be captured by June 
1 to warrant the shift to the firm 
power rate at the Boulder Dam power 
plant. This will mean tripling the 
revenues to the government from the 
plant, with a prospect for receipt of 
approximately $1,500,000 from the sale 
of power during 1937. 


CONSERVATION 
PAYMENTS 
TO FARMS 


Over $1,700,000 have already been 
distributed to California farmers for 
their participation in the 1936 agricul- 
tural conservation program, according 
to W. B. Parker, secretary of the state 
agricultural conservation committee, 
with headquarters in Berkeley. 

Of this amount, over $1,600,000 went 
to farmers for diverting their cropland 
from soil-depleting crops to soil-con- 
serving crops and for carrying out ap- 
proved soil-building practices. 

Over $40,000 of the total payments 
thus far distributed have gone to stock- 
men for carrying out approved range- 
building practices under the range im- 
provement phase of the 1936 AAAA 
conservation program. 

The total amount disbursed by the 
San Francisco branch of the U. S. 
Treasury covers about 14,000 applica- 
tions certified for payment by the state 
committee office. 

It is expected that payments to Cali- 
fornia farmers who co-operated in the 
1936 program will probably be com- 
pleted early in June. 
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‘Strawberry Crop 
Off To Market 


| SACRAMENTO—California’s $3,000,- 
000 strawberry crop is going to mar- 
ket and when the season closes 27,000,- 
000 quarts, more or less, will have 
flowed into consumer channels, accord- 
ing to figures announced by the Fed- 
eral-State Crop Reporting Service at 
the State Department of Agriculture. 


Although there are several states 
which produce more strawberries than 
California, federal reports indicate that 
California leads the union in straw- 
berry production per acre. Last year’s 
_commercial strawberry acreage was eS- 
timated at 4700 and from that acreage 
|it was estimated 27,000,000 quarts were 

_ harvested.

‘head of a great family and said: 

| “Today I stand on the threshold of 
& new life. Heavy are the responsi- 
bilities that have so suddenly and un- 
expectedly come upon me. But it gives 
me courage to know that I can count 
on your unfailing help and affection. 

“For my part I shall do my utmost 
_ to carry on my father’s work for the 
welfare of our great empire. 

“Today the world is harassed with 
'perpexity and fear. In this family of 
| nations, linked by ties alike flexible 
'and firm, we have inherited from our 
fathers a great tradition of liberty and 
| Service.” 


The king’s speech was eloquent of the 
attitude at this coronation toward the 
man who left his throne, his people 


;and his country for “the woman I 
love.” 


As if he had never been, his brother- 
; Successor passed over the Duke of 
Windsor’s reference to “the respon- 
| Sibilities that have so suddenly and 
, unexpectedly come upon me.” 

The more conservative newspapers 
; contained no line of the life of the 
| Duke at Monts, France, and for the 
moment he seemed forgotten. 

The priceless crown jewels were re- 
moved secretly in the dark hours of 
this morning to Wesminster Abbey for 
tomorrow’s ceremony, and_ Scotland
